GEACIERS 


When snow falls on the highest mountat 
it does not melt; it just builds up. As new 
layers of snow are deposited, they press 

down on the existing snow, turning it into 
densely packed ice. This causes huge she 
of ice to form in hollows on the mountain 
side. Rivers of ice flow from these hollo 
and these are called glaciers. They move 
slowly down the mountain side (about 
metre a day) and into valleys, before © 

reaching the sea. Here they either bre 
into icebergs or stay in one piece as vast, 
floating platforms. Glaciers can now only 
be seen in the Antarctic and Greenland bu 
during the last Ice Age (about 11,000 years 
ago) ice sheets covered nearly a third of 
the planet’s surface.
